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Mercury To Drop Into 40s 


Tonight As Heat Wave Ends

Gusty 
rainstorms 
brought 
an 
unexpectedly quick end to Indi­ 
ana’s S e p t e m b e r heat wave 
Wednesday, but the soaking rains 
still missed the dry northern end 
of the state. 
The sudden push of Canadian 
air sent temperatures tumbling 35 
degrees overnight at South Bend, 
a hot spot till the end with a 
Wednesday h e a t. mark of 93. 
Lafayette cooled to 54 degrees 
this morning, 
and the Weather 
B u r e a u forecast temperatures 
down into the lower 40s for to­ 
night. 
However, mild tempera t u r e s 
around 80 were forecast in the 
sunny, pleasant weather expected 
Friday and Saturday. 
Scattered disruptions in electric 
service were reported in the rain­ 
storms which dumped as much 
as 1.86 inches of rain at Edwards- 
port, in southwestern Indiana. 
Vincennes was soaked with 1.43 
inches of rain, Terre Haute 1.28, 
Elliston and Montezuma .98, La­

The rains, however, tapered off 
to fractional amounts in the north­ 
ern third of the state, where Pur­ 
due University crop observers re­ 
ported shortages of soil »moisture. 
Purdue’s

said the soil in central and south­ 
ern Indiana had remained ade­ 
quate although the weather has 
been unseasonably hot ever since 
Aug. 2. Even the comparatively 
cool temperatures this 
morning 
were in the normal early Septem­ 
ber range in the 50s and lower 
60s. 
Crop reporters indicated 45 per 
cent of the state’s com crop is 
now safe from frost, compared 
with only 20 per cent a year ago. 
Rapidly 
ripening soybean fields 
are reaching their earliest maturi­ 
ty since 1954. 
Other crop reports showed the 
apple harvest is ahead of usual 
schedule, and half the plowing for 
winter wheat is done. 
About the only exception to the 
generally 
bright 
farm 
outlook 
were pastures. Their condition has 
improved a little but is still poor 
in comparison with most years.

The monthly Tuberculosis Chest 
Clinics were resumed Wednesday 
with Dr. J. S. McBride, clinician, 
in charge. 
A total of seven persons were 
examined with three being new pa­ 
tients and four making a revisit 
this year. Six were adults and one 
a child under fifteen years of age. 
Two of the patients were known 
contacts of someone having active 
tuberculosis.

He also interpreted 
six X-rays. Five of the persons 
were re-examinations of previously 
diagnosed cases and one showed a 
cardiovascular pathology.

Until today, the House had nev­ 
er voted to override an Eisenhow­ 
er veto. 
The roll call vote was 280-121, 
12 votes more than needed to 
override. 
A great shout went up at the 
announcement of the vote, m ark­ 
ing the first tim e since Eisenhow­ 
er took office that the House has 
mustered the necessary two-thirds 
vote to pass legislation despite the 
President’s rejection of it.

New Law To Save 
Wild Horse Herds 


DENVER (AP)—The wild horse 
herdls of the West, vanishing from 
the American scene as thie buffalo 
did 75 years ago, may get a re­ 
prieve with a new law that went 
into effect Tuesday. 
President 
Eisenhower 
signed 
the measure which makes illegal 
the decimating mechanized round­ 
ups of recent years. The wild 
horses were run to exhaustion by 
jeeps and airplanes and wound up 
as dog food. 
One of the strongest voices to 


end the wild horse slaughter was 
that of Velma Johnson of Wads­ 
worth, 
Nev., 
better 
known 
in 
Washington as “ Wild Horse An­ 
nie.” And it was a Nevada con­ 
gressman, Rep. Walter S. Baring 
(D-Nev), whose bill to halt the 
mass slaughter of .the wild horses 
became law. 
“ I’m very happy,” Baring said. 
“ It sihows the people’s hearts are 
still with the good old American 
traditions.” 
Since 
the 
northward 
trek 
of 
Spanish conqueror Francisco de 
Coronado in the 15 00s, the horse 
has been running wild in Western 
states.
